Most would delighted were possible bring 
into our community room some verse maker, essayist and 
novelist recognized ability and have him speak 
about his literary art, not the formality set lecture, 
but the casual, off-hand fashion good conversation.

Such talk would more genuine benefit than attend- 
ance fifty college lectures and the reading hundred 
books rhetoric. 

Well, such talk, its essentials, possible for 
have. Here, the letters his mature life, are the 
offhand views Robert Louis Stevenson regarding his 
work writer; here discusses his principles, sets forth 
his aims and even offers suggestions less experienced 
writers. but listen him attentively shall 
much about him and about ourselves.

Much the same strain Stevenson 
wrote Henry James 1890: 


“Very soon shall have opinions left. And without 
opinion, how string artistically vast accumulations 
fact? Darwin said one could observe without 
theory; suppose was right; ’tis fine point meta- 
physic; but will take oath, man can write without 
one—at least the way would like to—and theories 
melt, melt, and they melt the thaw-waters wash 
down writing, and leave unideal tracts—wastes instead 
cultivated farms.” (Page 259.) 

The word philosophy employed Jack London and 
the word theory employed Stevenson are used 
very broad sense. theory may understand pur- 
body principles relating the art writing 
the subject hand. But the writer 
successful unless, more less definitely and deliberately, 
intention writing this, and how can best fulfil that 
intention?” 

Again. Should one write high rate speed and 
copiously, should one approximate the alleged

procedure Oscar Wilde who once complained 
friend that had been writing all day and was exces- 
sively wearied. much did you write?” asked the 
friend.

technique the art, and thereafter, unless his subject 
matter demand much brooding, ought able 
turn out more words day. But—and would could 
impress our pupils with this salutary truth!—the most 
arduous and most important task done before 
pen set paper.

the last sentence Stevenson applies the art writ- 
ing the teachings the masters the spiritual life 
the science the saints. practically approves the 
notion what might called literary mental prayer. 
writing teaching holiness there room for 
application Alfred celebrated saying: 
“It takes great deal life make little art.’ 

Stevenson, capable artist that was, was believer 
freakish mannerisms diction. the following 
passage reproves young poet for falling into the 
telegraphic style: 

“And this reminds that you have bad habit which 
two lines lower: ‘But the vulture’s track’ 
fine the ear ‘But vulture’s track,’ and this latter 
version has dreadful baldness. The reader goes with 
sense improvement, unnecessary sacrifice; has 
been robbed footpads, and goes scouting for his lost 
article! Again, the second refade, these fine verses 
would surely sound much finer they began, ‘As hardy 
climber who has set his heart,’ than with the jejune ‘As 
hardy climber.’ not know why you permit yourself 
this license with grammar; you show, many pages, 
that you are superior the paltry sense rhythm which 
usually dictates it—as though some poetaster had been 
suffered correct the poet’s text.” (Pages 385-86.) 

That Stevenson’s plea for smoothness and natural- 
ness, traits for which his own writings are distin- 
guished. objected any device, matter how seem- 
ingly trifling itself, which would give the reader the 
impression riding over courderoy road springless 
cart. But was even more strongly opposed dragging 
needless words. Indeed, maintained that his aims 
writing might reduced two: “War the adjective” 
and “Death the optic nerve.” (Page 383.) “Death 
the optic nerve” means that was Stevenson’s conviction 
that fiction especially there too much visual de- 
scription: 

“Your jubilation over ‘Catriona’ did good, and still 
more the subtlety and truth the starv- 
ing the visual sense that book. true, and un- 
less make the greater effort—and am, step that, 
convinced its necessity—it will more true, fear, 
the future. hear people talking, and feel them acting, 
and that seems fiction.” (Page 382.) 

But was little short ruthless his other aim, 
“War the adjective.” read Zola’s “Debacle” and 
lamented the Frenchman’s inartistic wordiness. “Accord- 
ing usual opinion believe could over that 
book and leave masterpiece blotting and ulterior 
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art. But that old story, ever new with me.” (Page 
355.) 

old story indeed. the young Mr. Kipling 
writes: “Kipling far the most promising young 
man who has appeared appeared. 

But 
alarms his copiousness and haste. should 
shield his fire with both hands ‘and draw all his

Conciseness was Stevenson infallible mark the 
finished writer. “Why,” asks William Archer, “was 
Jenkin amateur eyes?

Even when reading book that otherwise strongly 
appealed him, his enjoyment was materially empaired 
any evidence verbosity.

THE EDUCATIVE VALUE IMITATION 


Learning involves many activities the part the 
child who through the exercise the laws imitation 
receives from his environment the stimuli which prompt 
these activities. From the early days childhood, nor- 
mal children are incessantly active. first there 
apparent purpose; they merely express native tendency 
regardless purpose, which, well defined factor, 
appears later, with the growth the child, and 
time reaches perfection. Imitation largely subcon- 
scious condition, but works effectively its pro- 
ceedings were deliberately planned. What the child sees 
others do, himself prompted do. tries and 
though sometimes fail, seems inclined repeat the 
attempt until can perform the action surely and with 
ease. 


tendency imitate decreases with age, for the years 
pass, one’s activities get ever more completely established 
definite channels. His mode reaction all this 
implies, becomes fixed, that one adopts new modes 
with ever increasing difficulty. Images move- 
ments not within the circle habitual ones receive less 
and less attention one approaches maturity; and 
time they make little impression upon the system 
images that have gained the right way. popular 
language man’s character means just the sum these 
settled modes action which are practically unalterable. 
They resist all change; the man moves among his fellows, 
but their personalities rarely find their way into his 
springs conduct.

Thus 
see that self-consciousness largely due the process 
imitation. Originality, too, becomes possible through 
imitation, because each one, through his individual ap- 
perceptive mass and his individual power interpreta- 
tion, adds something characteristic himself the copy 
which has selected imitate. 


Just supplying material for physical life, the child 
makes attempt eat all the food sees, too, 
his mental life, does not imitate all the actions 
everybody chances meet. naturally, but uncon- 
this way his individuality shown and strengthened. 
imitating, too, the tendency depart from the original, 
which the origin invention, seen.

There resides our different personalities, 
different powers invention and originality, and these 
determine how much the product imitation will vary 
from the model. Some remain imitators all their lives, 
while others use imitation means the invention 
better types than the original models. The person who 
imitator only, lacks individuality and initiative. The 
nation which imitator only stagnant and un- 
progressive”. 

One the chief values imitation lies the fact that 
through the child’s capacity for difficult actions re- 
vealed himself. sees others doing great things, 
tries and succeeds. The revelation power himself 
pleasure, the consciousness success stimulus 
repeat the action and make more perfect. Thus his 
own strength, skill and versatility are revealed himself 
and cultivated lines would otherwise deem far be- 
yond his power. this subject James says, “We be- 
come conscious what others are imitating others— 
the consciousness what others are precedes—the sense 
self grows the sense pattern. The entire ac- 
cumulated wealth mankind—languages, arts, institutions 
and sciences—is passed from one generation another 
what Baldwin calls social heredity, each generation 
simply imitating the last. Invention, using the term most 
broadly, and imitation are the two legs, call them, 
which the human has “walked”. 
Another value imitation well expressed James 
who quotes French critic Rosseu’s doctrine when 
says, “The deepest springs action the sight 
action others—The spectacle effort what awakens 
and sustains our own effort. runner running all alone 
race-track will find his own will the power 
stimulation which his rivalry with other runners incites, 
when feels them his heels, about pass”. 


Imitation the basis memory, imagination, thought 
and emotion, and there can education without the 
conducive the growth these assentials. Children 
should given time play express the ac- 
tivities suggested them through imitation. They want 
play everything, take off everybody. Baldwin says, 
“The point this: The child’s personality grows; growth 
always action; clothes upon himself the scenes 
his life and acts them out; grows what is, 
what understands, and what able perform.” 
Hence the necessity giving him time these 
things before the initiative period passed waning, 
having good models before him and adequate means 
expression. would soon acquire correct and elegant 
forms without the well-nigh endless and almost useless 
drills’ now common many schools. 
Some the time thus wasted might devoted 
dramatic imitation. Through the possibilities varied 
development are greatly increased. The child learns 
doing and desires much that comes within 
the range his senses. this way gets passing 
knowledge the customs, trades, professions, etc., his 
locality, and even the past and present the whole 
world. History and geography learned this way not 
only give the child the required amount information, 
but also the required amount physical and mental 
exercise. 


Speaking the duties parents and teachers Horne 
says,“It incumbent upon teachers and educational di- 
rectors everywhere who desire utilize every means that 
nature affords their work put the best models 
every kind before growing children. These models may 
material the more potent ones personality. 
Among the right material models into contact with which 
the school should bring the mentioned 
beautiful playground, architecturally good well 
serviceable school building; well lighted corridors, broad 
stair-ways, carefully ordered neat and clean 
texts, reasonably high requirement the quality the 
work done, and atmosphere agreeable and engross- 
ing occupation, breathe which cultivates the senses 
both the reality and the winsomeness living”.

Besides the im- 
portance the three “T’s”, time, tune 
and tone must ever his 
mind. fact, practicing, the stu- 
dent must well critic and 
severe one that, for the more se- 
vere you are criticizing your own 
efforts the less grounds will others 
have for finding fault with your per- 
formances. perfect performance, 
the outcome systematic prac- 
tice, must exhibit all qualities alluded 
equal nearly equal measure. 
performance perfect where one 
essential wanting. 


Practice then should not un- 
reflective, senseless repetition stud- 
ies, technical exercises, scales, pieces, 
etc., but should analysis what 
required achieve artistic results 
and then careful application. Im- 
plying that the student possesses the 
foundation for artistic tempera- 
ment, must learn see the means 
employed depict what enjoys. 
must study the structure 
feel and enjoy musical form. The 
phrase and its subdivisions, the cli- 
max, the rhythm, themes and develop- 
ments, etc. cannot too strongly 
urged that the student carefully anal- 
yze every piece exercise. 
studying its structure, its leading mo- 
tiffs, its phrases, its melodies, its fig- 
ures, etc., that when comes 
performing can intelligently. 
Every note must have meaning. 
you cannot find where belongs, 
how play get sense, not 
practice until you have found out 
yourself from some one else. 


All attempts at musical technic are at 
first. imitative, no matter whether inde- 
pendently carried out or with the help of 
others, practice 
and custom follow in the natural course 
of training, either as a pleasure or a 
duty, An optical impression arouses an 
impulse to attain something or to repro- 
duce it, This desire is by a combination 
of mental and physical force, telegraphed 
throughout the brain and body, and if 
the student has learned the lessons 
bravely, his mind and muscles will re- 
spond quickly and good practice imme- 
diately results, The principle trouble 
with all technical practice is the inability 
to control the concentration, and the con- 
sciousness at one and the same time. A 
further trouble is that of controlling with 
swift and sure certainty the necessary 
bodily functions requisite for obtaining 
the exact movement desired. The mind 
must guide the body in practice. 


Webster defines practice as consisting 
of frequently repeated and customary ac- 
tions. The idea of doing over and over 
is the common one, but a musician must 
have a more scientific definition. How- 
ever, he should not lose sight of the 
thought of repetition, as science is of 
no use unless practicable. Right practice 
needs a good, healthy, active mind back 
of it, it is not merely mechanical. When 
notes, rhythm, phrasing, fingering, etc, 
besides all the color effects and dynamics 
in relation to note values have to be 
thought of, how could one practice cor- 
rectly without a mind to direct? Prac- 
tice therefore presupposes intelligent ap- 
plication, will power as applied to tech- 
nique, discrimination in repetition, knowl- 
edge due preparation and last but not 
Jeast, correct practice tempo.

PHILADELPHIA 


1681 William Penn was granted the King Eng- 
land, 40,000 square miles lying west the Delaware River. 
was called “Penn’s Woods.” 

William Penn was Quaker. that time the Quakers 
were being persecuted England, Penn determined 
found colony where the persecuted all lands could 
come worship God according their own convictions. 

the years that followed, the colony became refuge 
for thousands Quakers. Then the Mennonites from Hol- 
land, Switzerland and the Rhine country; the Dunkers 
Switzerland, the Schwenkfelders Silesia and later the 
Moravians came share the blessings tolerance the 
land the generous Penn. 

These religious sects flourish today Pennsylvania 
nearly the primitive simplicity Colonial times. 

1683 Penn laid out between the Delaware and Schuyl- 
kill Rivers the beginning the city named “Philadelphia,” 
word meaning “brotherly love.” 

The city which was then two square miles area today 
has area 130 square miles, and population that will 
soon 2,000,000. 

The Delaware River deep enough let the great ocean 
boats come the city’s docks, so, although 100 miles from 
the ocean, Philadelphia has all the advantages seaport. 

Architecturally the city most monotonous. The older 
part made mile after mile flat-roofed 
houses that look though they had all been made 
mill after the same pattern. Most these houses have 
metal device placed upon the ledge second-story window. 
This arrangement mirrors called “busy-body,” 
which enables the lady the house observe just who has 
come her front door.

THE WHIP-POOR-WILL 

While walking along country road one evening after 
the sun had set and darkness had all but fallen, suddenly 
discovered some object the ground few yards ahead. 
almost the same moment rose, and, slow-moving 
wings, flew over the fence and disappeared the gloom 
the woods. The flight was silent, and the wings were 
broad, was difficult believe that was not great 
moth that had just departed from view. knew, however, 
that had disturbed Whip-poor-will the midst its 
twilight dust-bath. Evidently had been trying for several 
minutes find just the right spot, for there the soft 
earth were three slight but distinct hollows, such only 
dusting bird would make. 


The Song 

Soon afterward heard calling, perhaps was its 
mate, whip-poor-will, whip-poor-will; the shouts came ring- 
ing through the darkness, six, eight, perhaps twenty 
times repeated. Then, after pause, the plaintive but 
stirring notes would again come from the old apple 
orchard, and fill all the space round about the farmhouse. 
The still summer night seemed belong this strange 
bird the shadows, for its rhythmical cry took possession 
the silences, and filled the listener with contented exhilara- 
tion. All attempts approach that night were futile, 
for its big, bright eyes evidently penetrated the shadows 
with ease, and, long before could even make out its 
form, would fly another perch several rods away. Only 
when announced its presence calling did know 
its position. Two three times, however, came near 
enough hear the low note, something like “chuck,” which 
immedately precedes the first loud “whip” its song. 

Stops Singing Eat 

Ernest Ingersoll, his book the Wild,” says 
Whip-poor-will, while singing, “will often make 
ning and then seem stop and try over again, like 
person practicing new tune; but these interruptions really 
mean many leaps into the air, with perhaps frantic dodges 
and somersault two, for the snatching and devouring 
some lusty insect that objects the process.” listened 
for this, but all the calls heard were complete through- 
out each performance. was fully two hours after the 
sun had set before the last note this mysterious night- 
flyer was heard. Just before dawn called again several 
times, and the farmer’s wife said she feared was sitting 
the stone door-step. She was somewhat disturbed about 
this, and intimated that were there the action would 
bring sorrow the household. seems odd that people 
should superstitious about anything harmless 
bird, but rural communities one often finds people who 
believe much ill-luck may happen them Whip-poor- 
will sings too close the house. they were better 
acquainted with this gentle, feathered creature, they would 
surely know that nothing evil could come from it. 

Many more people have heard this bird call than have 
ever seen it, for, like the owl, its day begins only when the 
sun goes down, and before the sun comes again has 
settled sleep the dead leaves that cover the ground 
the thicker parts the woods. appears never 
give its call during the daytime. While hunting for wild 
flowers you will sometimes come upon its hiding-place. 
must sleep with one ear open, for the bird seems always 
hear you before you see it, and silent wings will rise 
and fly quickly out sight among the bushes. 

Nest 

such experience should happen one the months 
May June, quite worth while search the leaves 
very carefully, for you may have stumbled upon the nest, 
which, reality, nest all, but simply place 
the leaves that the mother-bird has chosen the tem- 
porary home her little ones. The faintly spotted, cream- 


colored eggs closely resemble the faded, washed-out, last 
season’s leaves which they are lying, that takes 
sharp eye, indeed, find them. one should proceed 
slowly, lest unfortunate step might crush the two little 
oblong beauties. Usually one not quite certain the 
exact spot from which the bird flew. such occasions 
sometimes place hat handkerchief the ground near 
the place and, like dog hunting for lost trail, begin 
walk around the spot, increasing the circle go. this 
means, sooner later, one will pretty sure find the 
eggs they are there. 
Feigning Injury 

If, when the bird flies, soon comes the earth again, 
and appears suffering from sudden injury, you may 
sure that has secret that trying keep from 
you and, feigning broken wing, hopes you will follow 
attempt capture it. you approach the bird, will 
fly before you few yards time until, having led you 
away safe distance from the nest, will suddenly recover 
and, then, rising strong the wing, you will see more. 
Doubtless the eggs are often saved from destructions this 
way, for hunting dog, fox, ’coon, will seek catch 
the bird, and entirely overlook the presence eggs 
young. 

the eggs have hatched you will need look even 
closer you are rewarded. The two little Whip-poor- 
wills, with their soft, downy coats, will lie motionless 
the leaves, without even much eyelid moving 
betray their presence. Their coloring, too, blends wonder- 
fully with their surroundings sometimes wonder 
any enemy ever able find them. 

many the Southern States lives the Chuck-will’s- 
widow, which also bears the name given its call. 
larger than the Whip-poor-will, but, like it, nocturnal 
its habits. closely the two birds resemble each other, 
both physical structure and habits, that naturalists tell 
they are near relatives, and, fact, they classify them 
belonging the same family. Many the people who live 
the forests where these birds are found not know 
much about the scientific study birds, and usually believe 
that these two night-prowlers are one and the same birds. 
They will tell you that the Chuck-will’s-widow the male 
Whip-poor-will. 

Down the lake country central Florida, boy, 
used listen the Chuck-will’s-widow calling summer 
nights. When the winter months came, however, the cries 
that came from the deep woods evening were differ- 
ent, for that season these birds were all gone, and their 
places taken Whip-poor-wills which had arrived from 
the more northern states pass the winter where the snows 
never fall, and frosts seldom come. 

Its Cousin, the Nighthawk 

Another closely related bird often confused the public 
mind with the Whip-poor-will. This the Nighthawk, 
Very many persons think there difference 
these birds, but there marked difference, both 
appearance and habits. The Nighthawk’s wings are much 
longer, and, folded, reach well beyond the end the 


while the Whip-poor-will’s wings not extend even 


far the end the The Nighthawk flies about 
the early evening, long before sunset, and may sometimes 
seen, even noontime, hawking about for insects. 
often feeds hundreds feet the air, and may remain 
the wing for hour more time. the other hand, 
its cousin the shadows comes out its seclusion late 
the evening only, that difficult see it, and 
captures its food short flights near the ground. 

The Whip-poor-will, and the other two birds have men- 
tioned, belong the family birds called Goatsuckers. 
They have very weak feet and legs, and move very 


slowly and feebly when the ground. They sit length- 
wise limb, fence-rail, other object which they 
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chance perch, and very rarely use the crosswise position 
commonly adapted the perching birds. The mouth 
this group one the wonders the bird-world because 
its enormous size. All around the upper lip arranged 
series long, stiff, curving hairs, which form sort 
broad scoop-net which the bird entangles and seizes its 
insect-prey, for always feeds while the wing, and the 
agile gnats and moths might often able dodge slip 
out small beak possessed these birds were 
not for the wide fringe bristles. 

Few birds are more valuable the farmer than the 
Whip-poor-will. never does him any harm any way, 
for does not eat his cherries and strawberries, nor does 
pull his newly planted corn, nor eat his millet seed. 
does not fill the drainage-pipes his house with 
sticks and leaves the Wrens; does not eat his 
chicken-feed the pestiferous European Sparrows, nor 
catch his young poultry. does for him eat the 
ever-swarming insects that lay the eggs that hatch into 
caterpillars and destroy the leaves shade and fruit-trees. 
May-beetles and leaf-eating beetles are destroyed also. 
truth, fortunate, indeed, the grower grain, the 
raiser fruit who, during the spring and summer nights 
has more pairs these birds about his place, for all 
during the hours when the farmer sleeps the Whip-poor-will 
busy ridding his place these harmful insects. 

Insect Catching 

Mr. Ingersoil says: “They never regularly sweep through 
the upper air does the Nighthawk, but seek their food 
near the ground leaping after short, erratic flights. 
They have way balancing themselves near tree- 
trunk barn-wall, picking ants and other small provender 
off the bark; and even hunt for worms and beetles the 
ground, turning over the leaves root them out. not 
until their first hunger has been assuaged that one hears that 
long, steady chanting for which the bird distinguished, 
and which, sustained effort, perhaps unequalled else- 
where. ordinary feat for him ‘whip-poor- 
with two three hundred strokes unbroken 
succession.” 

the early autumn, the Whip-poor-wills simply disappear 
without warning. they reappear far the south, 
know, course, that they have migrated, but when did they 
and how? Did they journey over the hundreds miles 
intervening space short flights, did they mount high 
air, many small birds, and fly swiftly for long hours 
time? Did they singly flocks? These and other 
questions about this mysterious bird the night remain 
answered fully. Perhaps some young reader this 
paper will grow naturalist who will explain these 
things more fully the less observant students birds. 

one should ever kill one these useful birds. Its 
great value mankind has become generally recognized 
recent years, and the laws all states where the bird 
found provide that anyone who kills Whip-poor-will 
shall fined imprisoned. 

Distribution 

The Whip-poor-will ranges through eastern North 
America, breeding from the St. Lawrence Valley and Nova 
Scotia south northern Georgia and Louisiana, far west 
the border the Plains; winters from the South 
Atlantic and Gulf Coast British Honduras.

Mood. The mood quietly, but deeply, religious.

The poet might properly have likened our soiled 
hearts more repulsive objects, but that case 
would. have detracted from the religious mood. The long 
meditative pentameters give grave general impression, 
while the emotion frequently stressed the use 
trochees and spondees for iambics. The reference God, 
and the scriptural phrases the end, further heighten 
the religious tone. 

Tone—Color. The meter, iambic pentameter, varied 
the substitution trochees and spondees lines two, 
four, ten and eleven.

Lyric from the Greek Lyricos 
and the Latin Lyricus poem 
marked feeling and subjec- 
define both literary quality and 
poetic form. Lyric poetry 
cry the heart. utters 
the feeling the soul. marks 
the self-consciousness peo- 
ple, and point time, 
oped after both the ballad and 
the epic. 

try has usually been strongest 
and best among those races, and 
those times, wherein individ- 
uality has manifested itself most 
potently; for the lyric poet de- 
sires most all free his heart his emotion. 

-burst out Greece when the monarchies were 
yielding oligarchy and democracy; and found voice 
Rome Horace, Catullus, Tibullus and Ovid; though, 
among the Romans, was great extent exotic, 
because the individuality the Roman was hampered 
his “theory devotion the state.” 

Italy the middle ages found expression through 
the genius Lapo Gianni, Guido Cavalcanti, Cino 
Pistoia, Dante and Petrarch.

ment the lyric virtually lives and moves and has its 
being. 

The poetic moment central thought may con- 
tained one more lines any part the poem.

Plunkett. Read the poems See His Blood Upon the 
Rose” and “White Dove the Wild Dark Eyes” that 
martyred patriot “Easter Monday,” Joseph Plunkett, 
and tell lyric genius does not still abide the Cel- 
tic race.

Percy’s Reliques, published 1765, have gath- 
ered together nearly all the ancient English ballads, such 
Sir Patrick Spens, the Agincourt Ballads, the Nutt- 
Browne Mayd and Chevy Chase. was the latter that 
Ben Josnon said would rather have been the author 
than all his own works. 

When Percy’s Reliques Ancient English Poetry was 
published 1765 its influence was greatly felt England 
and Germany, and helped not little bring about 
the romantic movement poetry. also led later the 
imitative ballad literature such writers Burger and 
Herder Germany and Tennyson and Rossetti Eng- 
land. The first this influence seen such ballads 
Burger’s “Lenore,” Tennyson’s “Revenge” and Ros- 
setti’s “Kings Tragedy.” 

Among the Latin nations the ballad did not get 
strong hold vogue among the Anglo Saxon and 
Celts. Spain unquestionably possesses among the Latin 
nations the richest ballad poetry.

The following were the chief recommendations made 
the Hierarchy for the work the Department Edu- 
cation during the coming year: 

First: That general survey made the present con- 
dition of Catholic schools. 

Second. That measures be taken for the more thorough 
preparation teachers all Catholic institutions, that 
there may be an efficient body to carry out the directions 
of the Hierachy. Courses of education in seminaries and 
community training schools, and normal training of teachers 
or elementary schools are especially desirable measures. 

Third: That laymen encouraged take larger share 
in Catholic educational work, especially as teachers. 

Fourth: That measures be taken to solve the problems of 
rural and negro education. 

Fifth. That in defining the Catholic attitude towards meas- 
ures for State and Federal control, Catholics should give the 
minimum of complaint and of opposition to such movements. 
They should discriminate between the things they can accept 
and those which they cannot accept—and then confine their 
opposition to the latter. 

Sixth: That a part of the work of the Bureau of Educa- 
tion be to outline a policy on the position of the Church in 
educational matters with a view to meeting situations like 
those which have arisen Michigan and Nebraska and the 
Smith-Towner bill, as well as in other forms of opposition to 
Catholic educational interests, and to carry on a propaganda 
i means of pamphlets and lectures to further these same 
ends. 


These recommendations led another most im- 
portant nature, namely, that after very general exchange 
views among the bishops and educators there should 
established what might called Standard Apologetic 
for Catholic educational work which would stress those 
things that, the considered judgment the Hierarchy, 
are the best line defense for Catholic schools this 
country today. the Bureau shall authorized un- 
dertake this work should prepare “literature” pam- 
phlets and publicity besides spéakers who would the 
service any section the country which the school 
question became political issue, which hostile leg- 
islation was attempted.

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National School Week, Dec. 5-11. 

“School Week” will be observed 
throughout the nation the week of De- 
cember 5-11, as the Commissioner of Edu- 
cation is designating the first full week 
in December as ‘‘School Week,” and is 
requesting the governors and the chief 
school officers the several States and 
Territories to take such action as may 
be necessary to cause the people to use 
this week in such way as will most ef- 
fectively disseminate among the people 
accurate information in regard to the 
conditions and needs of the schools, 
enhance appreciation of the value of edu- 
cation, and create such interest as will 
result in better opportunities for educa- 
tion, and larger appropriations for 
schools of all kinds and grades. 

Universities, colleges, and normal 
schools will be requested to devote the 
convocation hours of the week to a dis- 
cussion of education in general, and of 
their own particular needs, and it is 
further suggested that all elementary and 
high school teachers should devote one 
period each day of ‘‘School Week, to this 
subject, telling the children about edu- 
cation in their local communities, and in 
State and Nation, how the schools are 
supported and how much money is spent 
for them, their economic, social and civic 
value, and that during this week themes 
of essays and compositions in elementary 
and high schools relate to education. 


MICHIGAN CHURCH SCHOOLS SAFE. 


The proposed constitutional amend- 
ment which would virtually abolish paro- 
chial schools in Michigan met with,a 
crushing defeat by a vote of nearly 2 to 1. 

“We are very grateful for the over- 
whelming defeat of the anti-parochial 
amendment,” said the Rt. Rev. John Gal- 
lagher, bishop of Detroit. Bishop Galla- 
gher referred to the proposal as evidence 
of the basest kind of despotism. He as- 
serted that defeat between $300,000 
and $500,000 had been spent. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS AND HOLY DAYS. 


Catholic teachers the New York pub- 
lic schools will not be excused, with pay, 
to attend religious services on All Saints 
Day or the Feast of the Immaculate Con- 
ception, according to a decision of the 
Board of Education last week. Recently 
the board took action whereby Jewish 
teachers were permitted to absent them- 
selves from their classes, with pay, on 
the Feast of the Atonement and on 
Jewish New Year. A _ resolution that 
similar privileges be accorded Catholic 
teachers on their holy days was intro- 
duced by Arthur S. Somers, chiefly as a 
protest against the action the board 
in regard to the Jewish teachers. Presi- 
dent Prall declared his regrets that the 
board had taken the action it did on the 
Jewish holiday question. There was no 


“general agitation on the part of Catholic 


teachers for a holiday on the feasts 
designated. 


Maine College Chartered State. 


St. Joseph’s College for Women, Port- 
land, Maine, opened several departments 
of study in September, that were not 
previously included in its study schedules. 

This college has been an _ organized 
School of Education since 1915. 

The work of training teachers is 
recognized by the State Educational de- 
partment and Teachers’ Certificates are 
granted for the courses. 

The college is chartered by the State 
Legislature, with right to confer degrees. 
Forty-seven Sisters received degrees in 
September and all the teaching members 
of the community hold Teachers’ Certifi- 
eates, Elementary or Secondary. The col- 
lege and the Academic Preparatory School 
are under State Supervision and receive 
State aid for the various courses pursued.

Thinking 
teachers will not conduct this kind. Boards 
Education and Superintendents are not requiring teachers 
follow courses study that are deadening their 
effects and absolutely devoid the suggestion that the 
teacher make use the rich store ideas that may 
housed her mind. 

According the Problem Idea, nearly.every new as- 
signment should contain some large problem, the settling 
which calls for enough related facts concerning the 
topic hand give the pupil sufficient usable knowledge 
concerning it. The problem should have its origin tie 
child’s own neighborhood possible, and reach out its 
solution the place about which knowledge being 
sought. 


Develop The great central aim all child 
Creative Power training should preserve and de- 

velop the child’s creative self-activity; 
give him greater wisdom and clearer vision and more 
perfect skill; but always with definite consciousness 
the supreme value his self-hood, that when 
maturity possesses wisdom and insight and skill, the 
dominant elements his character, may still achieving, 
achieving his own plans and achieving cooperation 
with his fellow men. Creative power the central 
power every child, and its devolpment should the 
supreme purpose all training. Culture 
achieving tendency and achieving power 
better. 


Children all stages above the lowest 
grades need “examined” the sense 
being required now and then organize what they 
have learned, and test what they know and can do. 

The time organize review and fix section study 
its completion, and not when the calendar happens 
show certain date. True latter examination may 
again give occasion revigw and re-fix important ma- 
terial examined upon when the topic completed, but 
the stated examination date more often hinders than helps 
arranging the best time schedule. most subjects the 
examinations should probably come every four eight 
weeks, depending the completion sections the 
work. 

The custom obtaining many schools allowing those 
who reach certain high daily average excused from 
examination has much condemn it. classifies the ex- 
amination penalty, whereas ought\to looked 
upon legitimate and necessary part the school 
work. Many children who not thoroughly understand 
easily retain what they learn, may secure high daily 
marks and escape the examination. But children 
this type are the very ones who the review and 
reorganization material which comes from being ex- 
amined. They should not deprived the best part 
the work done upon their subjects. 

Examination papers should carefully graded and the 
papers returned. The curiosity know one’s grade 
natural and this curiosity should utilized. The exami- 
nation should then supply the basis for recitation and 
every question fully discussed, its answers reviewed and 
errors and misunderstandings removed. Not this 
lose one the best effects the examination.

analysis the New English Instruction. 

Supervisor Schools English diocese has 
drafted schedule religious instruction which the 
subject considerable comment. brief, fol- 
lows: “Children are taken three stages.

Each stage complete its own way, the 
Catechism confined the second stage, and all stages 
much greater variety both matter and method than 
commonly found present.” 

difficult see under what circumstances ex- 
clusion text book would advantage, even the 
case children under eight years. Under certain cir- 
cumstances the proposal seems almost impractical. The 
author the scheme evidently confounds the use 
text book with the memorization its answers. 
That children elementary stages should not required 
memorize the words the Cathecism contention 
with which any one sympathize; that 
Catechisms for beginners cannot drawn up—or have 
not been drawn up—in form support this contention 
not all are prepared concede. not familiar with 
any first communion Catechisms which may have appeared 
England since the decree Pius 1910, but here 
America, least two have been prepared for children 
that stage which aim discouraging everything 
the way verbal memorization. Before deciding the 
final abolition text books for young children our friend 
England invited examine “How Teach Our 
Little Ones” (John McGough Son, Grand Rapids) 
and First Communicant’s Catechism” 
Daleiden Co., Chicago).

That the idea, the religious truth which 
essential—not form words which some author 
has expressed it—is, say the least, platitude. Yet here 
are, the twentieth century, great extent ignor- 
ing this great fundamental principle practice. The 
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Inspector Schools the Diocese Portsmouth, Rt. 
Rev. Mgr. Watson, makes this apt remark the practice 
learning heart: not think that memory work 
either welcome appropriate children any age 
the matter religious knowledge. welcome, 
not wholesome appropriate the assimilation 
spiritual food. savors too much mind—to pursue 
the metaphor—of bolting one’s meals, which loading 
the stomach with indigestible mass out which 
very little retained build the system. The cram- 
ming hard theological terms memory work into the 
minds children ever more criminal than the feeding 
young baby with meat and potatoes. soon 
child begins acquire the use reason starts the 
life long work saving its soul, but that responsibility 
only develops pari passee with the growth its intel- 
ligence, and one might just well expect make baby 
into full grown adult feeding beef steaks 
insist upon our youngsters becoming theologians while 
school.”

Generally there has been something desultory the at- 
tempts made solve it. His first proposal “That the 
Catechism discarded entirely, used only familiar 
authority appeal to, one uses sermons,” 
commended.

They know little 
books devotion except their prayer book received 
first communion gift. they not read lives 
saints and other religious stories suited their age, the 
fault entirely ours. would further and claim that 
they are not intensely interested such.works 
also because have not done our part. Those religious 
instructors who have not made the experiment are alone 
not sanguine matter. Nor should despair 
having children this age something the way 
mental prayer. His religious training far from ade- 
quate who has not acquired some capacity for reflecting 
sacred truths, and times occupying himself during 
religious exercises. 


The proposal that “the great Catholic principles 
social justice should laid down, with such reference, 
absence reference, current controversies might 
deemed advisable,” highly opportune. There much 
done here. Catechism enunciating the principles 
distributive justice, applicable present day commer- 
cial condition and really demand. have 
reason fear that many Catholic young people who 
would horrified the possibility violating any 
the Church’s precepts, when launched business career 
and brought face face with dealings altogether ques- 
satisfy their conscience the reflection “every 
one does it,” perhaps accept methods vogue without 
even scruple occurring them.
